"It is hard to 
get children to put their feelings 
into words." 


YYith a giant from Northern’s 
Deans’ Fund. Dr. Anglin under­ 
took the eight-week 
project 
on 
"Early Detection of the Develop­ 
mental Problems of Kindergarten 
Children." The eight graduate stu­ 
dents formed four 
two-member 
research teams. Dr. Anglin will 
prepare a findings summary. 


An adjunct was the first offer­ 
ing at NIU of a piacticum in ele­ 
mentary guidance, in cooperation 
with Mrs. Alda YWvdman. super­ 
vising teacher of the University 
Schools 
summer 
kindergarten, 
and four student teachers. 


Experimental 
materials 
and 
methods used in the research proj­ 
ect will be put to use in the 
School’s kindergarten ami first 
grade during 1966-67 


The researchers fir^ t tnod to 
identify the less mature children 
by learning which had more prob­ 
lems m getting along with the 
other children, in communicating 
in the classroom and in adjusting 
to environment. 


Lsing action picture cards of 
family and s c h o o l situation*- 
showing 10 negative and 10 posi­ 
tive roles, the researchers found 
the children who were negatively 
perceived 
(photographs of the 
children were used in thi> identifi­ 
cation) by the other kindergarten­ 
ers and the teachers. 


Afterwards, two of the better 
adjusted children 
were 
placed 
with one less mature child in 


projects to increase the verbaliza­ 
tion of the child “ in need." Work- 
mg with those groups of three, 
the graduate teams used puppets, 
plastic dolls and picture cards to 
advance the expression of the 
less mature. 


Tape recorders were used ex­ 
tensively in counseling. One gra­ 
duate would counsel while the 
other monitored the session with 
a recorder. One would counsel a 
child while the other counseled 
his parent who came to school.

Throughout the project and the 
practicum. Dr. Anglin says, the 
emphasis was on training coun­ 
selors to indiv idualize guidance in 
the elementary school.
